Able to Converse In Languages of 
the Countries to W hich They Ar© A c ­ 


credited— Cost of Living Here Higher 


Than In Countries Now at War.

Washington, 
July 
5.- [Special.]— 
There may have been foreign ambas­ 
sadors or ministers to this country 
who were not able to speak the lan­ 
guage of our laud, but they have been 
few in number. 
Occasionally one of 
the diplomats may be baiting in his 
expression, but lie Jins always known 
something uIsmt the language. 
Most 
of the diplomats from such countries 
us France, Germany, Austria, Spain, 
Italy, Holland, Belgium, Sweden, Nor­ 
way and the South American coun­ 
tries have spoken English well, and 
tile same Is true of Hie Japanese and 
< L^nese. 
Tile same is not true of American 
diplomats sent to foreign countries. 
Few United States ambassadors abroad 
are able to speak the la n g u a g es of the 
countries to which they are accredited 
and have to rely entirely \q>oii Inter­ 
preters. 


A Commercia! Language. 
It has been explained that one rea­ 
son for th® knowledge of the English 
language by foreigners is that it Is 
the commercial language of the world; 
that English gold and English bush 
ness have forced all foreigners to be­ 
come acquainted 
with the 
English 
tongue. 
Tt may also l*e said that for­ 
eigners desiring to learn at least one 
language in addition to their own 
choose the English, as it will avail 
th<'in In s<> many parts of tin* world. 
while our people in choosing one will 
take French or German, but few peo­ 
ple who have I an amie diplomats have 
perfected themselves in either. 
Be­ 
sides, many travelers have found that 
English will take them over most of 
Hie civilized world. 
Mi#h Cost of Living. 
Although the campaigns of 1910 and 
1912 were fought oil the cry of the high 
cost of living, there has been no re­ 
duction of prices, Those who olalini*d 
that they would cure the evil lay the 
blame for th** present and continued 
high prices upon the war in Europe. 
And 
now 
returning / travelers from 
abroad assert that the cost of living 
in foreign countries is less than in the 
I nit Isl States. 
One man says that he 
enjoyed meals lit Austria and italy at 
prices less than half of what he would 
pay In tills country. 
The same man 
brought 
the interesting information 
that fin*! was plentiful in Germany 
aud Austria; so it is doubtful if the 
‘‘starving out” process of Great Brit­ 
ain is succeeding.

WIN FAME

(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
London, June 22 (Dy Mail to New 
York) — British boy scouts have been 
in action in Northern France. 
Ad­ 
dressing 
an assemblage 
of 
1.000 
scouts at Stratford Rev. Edward Dig- 
by, London s famous “lighting par­ 
son” announced that for 
the 
first 
time In the history 
of boy 
scouts 
these lads had fought and died for 
their country. 
Of forty East Lon­ 
don scouts and officers who joined 
the colors two months ago only four 
are left, he announced. 
They were 
in the front of an attack on German 
lines during the Ypres fighting. They 
charged with great gallantry in the 
face of In avy fire. 
“When the story of the past fiuli t- 
ing near Ypres is recorded London 
will know how proud she ought to 
be of her Territorials," Rev. Dinky 
told his youthful audience. 
“Many 
hundreds of London boy scouts are 
serving with the Territorials. Thank 
God, he added, those scouts were in 
the fore front of an attack on tin- 
German trenches when 
the 
order 
came to charge. 
They never waver­ 
ed. 
A scoutmaster was the llrst to 
fall. 
The 
battalion, 
750 
strong, 
swept on and took three 
lines 
of 
trenches at the point of the bayonet. 
Finally overwhelmed 
by 
numbers 
they w ere forced to retire.” 
The minister told how his own 
scoutmaster, Sergeant ,S bros hee, lay 
wounded in a ditch after the charge 
until darkness fell and got lost be­ 
tween the British and German lines. 
After wandering about for two hours. 
he found himself 
between 
barbed 
wire entanglements and a trench and 
called out for a sentry only to be 
answered bv a “star” shell and a vol­ 
ley of rifle lire. 
lie had wandered 
back to the German lines. 
He lay 
down 
flat 
aud finally crawled to 
safety. 
There seemed reason to be­ 
lieve, he added, that 
the 
Germans 
took none of these boys prisoners; 
most all were killed and the next 
day. wounded that were lying be­ 
tween the lines were shot at by the 
Germans every time they moved. 
“That, he concluded,” 
was 
the 
story of boy scouts in action. 
“I be­ 
lieve every boy here would go to fill 
their places if he had the chance, and 
before this war ends many of you 
will get the chance to show what you 
are made of.

Today it is 
made of cotton. 
To convert cotton 
into an explosive it is dipped in nit­ 
ric acid, then washed and dried,

Washington, July 7. — {Special.]—In 
looking after the interests of their 
.stales in particular and not for the 
country in general the makers of the 
United Stuffs constitution Inserted one 
provision which might well be the sub­ 
ject of amendment. 
It is that which 
provides that no duty shall be levied 
upon articles exported from any state. 
As Interpreted—and there Is no other* 
way to construe the language—articles 
sent from any part of the United 
States to a foreign country cannot lie 
made tho subject of un export tax. 
Just think what an advantage it 
would bo to this government at this 
time if a heavy duty could lie laid 
upon the arms und munitions of war 
and nil other war materials that are 
sent to foreign comdr! *»! 
And tile 
manufacturers of these articles could 
well utf'ird to pay the duty, because 
they qre making enormous profits in 
the business. 


Repeal Meet* Opposition. 
Any suggestion for repealing tho non­ 
duty export clause meets with opposi­ 
tion from ult exporters and from many 
states for fear that such a tax might 
be levied unjustly. 
As, for Instance, a 
duty on cotton exports would bear un­ 
justly upon the southern states, while 
a duty on wheat would be a burden 
upon northern slates. The idea Is that 
export duties are iii their nature bound 
to be discriminatory against certain 
states and sections of the country, as 
they couhl not bo laid equitably. 
On 
that account any attempt to cbuiige 
the provision meets with intense op­ 
position. 
The only way tho government could 
do anything about the shipment of 
arms would bo to place un embargo 
upon such shipments.
